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FIRMS FACE £2m 
BHS DEBT CRISIS

FIRMS in the West Midlands 
are owed more than £2 million 
after the collapse of BHS and 
could be making workers re¬ 
dundant as a result. 

More than 60 companies are said to 
be affected. Halesowen denim jeans 
and jackets manufacturers Funda¬ 
mental Fashion is owed a massive 
£403,000 and ICS Distribution in 
Smethwick, which is owned £93,000, 
may have to lay off workers. 

Alan Nuttall Partnership, in Dudley, is owed 
£95,500 for display work; Kidderminster Foot¬ 
wear £72,800; and garden furniture business 
Mir & Co, in Oldbury, £72,000. 

A report by administrators Philip Duffy and 
Ben Wiles of Duff & Phelps shows that in total 
£48.54 million is owed to the 1,214 trade and 
expense creditors that have come forward. 

They expect a unsecured creditors to get 
back just 3p in the pound once £55m has been 
paid to secured creditors, which includes £35m 
to Sir Phillip Green’s Arcadia Group, the for¬ 
mer BHS owner. 

Administrators 

BHS’s 163 shops, including branches at 
Merry Hill, Wolverhampton, Walsall, Birming¬ 
ham and Telford, will disappear after adminis¬ 
trators failed to find a buyer. 

Fundamental Fashions managing director 
Harvey Gatehouse said he was in negotiations 
with the administrators to take stock that had 
been made to BHS orders. 

“Losing BHS means we are losing 10 per cent 
of our annual business. We have been supply¬ 
ing BHS since we started in business in 1998,” 
he said. 

The company employs about 20 people at the 
Alcora Building on Mucklow Hill. 

ICS, which operated one of the main ware¬ 
houses for BHS ladieswear at its six-acre site 
on Halfords Lane, said potential redundancy 
letters has been given out to employees. 

A spokesman said: “The loss of BHS will 
have an impact. It has shaved £250,000 off our 
bottom line. It was one of our biggest custom¬ 
ers. We may have to lay off people.”

Fortnightly bins 
collection U-turn 

PLANS to collect rubbish bins in Dudley 
once a fortnight look set to be scrapped 
after the council was forced into a rethink. 

Council chiefs unveiled the controver¬ 
sial proposals last week as part of a new 
cost-cutting scheme. They hoped to save 
£2.3 million with the move, which would 
also see residents charged £30 a year for 
green waste collections. 

But the Labour-run authority on Monday 
confirmed there will be a rethink on the 
proposals, which will be scrutinised by an 
all-party working group. 

Chiefs said the council will ‘leave no 
stone unturned’ at looking at other ways 
for the authority to save cash. 


ROADS 

Motorists warned 
to expect disruption 

MOTORISTS in Brierley Hill face dis¬ 
ruption when resurfacing work starts 
tomorrow (Friday). 

Lane closures will be in place on the 
northbound carriageway of the A4036 
Thorns Road from Caledonia to Mount 
Pleasant until July 8. 

The weather-dependent work, 
scheduled from 9.30am to 3.30pm, 
forms part of Dudley Council’s ongoing 
maintenance. 

Discussions have already been held 
with Old Park and Thorns primary 
schools to ensure any disruption to ac¬ 
cess is minimised. 


TRAVELLERS 

One camp left as 
caravans move on 


TRAVELLERS have now moved on from a 
Dudley car park. 

Dozens of caravans set up camp in 
Flood Street last week. 

At the time of going to Press, one illegal 
camp remained in the borough at Dudley 
Wood playing fields. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge said that ‘high 
level talks’ with police were being held over 
the traveller invasions. 

She said: “Most of the illegal encamp¬ 
ments of travellers have now moved on. 
We served legal papers on them and are 
due to discuss the matter in court with a 
view to moving the Dudley Wood group on 
soon after that.” 
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Drunken pervert asylum seeker jailed 


AN asylum seeker who exposed himself to teen- 
aged sisters in Dudley has been jailed and faces 
deportation. 

Mohammed Saeed, who spent 18 years in the Pa¬ 
kistani army, fled to Britain because he claimed he 
was at risk from the Taliban. 

Saeed, of Benton Road, Birmingham, was drunk 
when he exposed himself on three separate occa¬ 
sions since 2014. Twice it happened when he was 
on police bail. 

On the first occasion, on October 26, 2014, he 
exposed himself to a 22-year-old mother who was 
walking through Birmingham City Centre with 
her young daughter at about 2.30pm. 


Just under a year later, on October 11, 2015, he 
took a bus to Dudley town centre and was spotted 
by two girls, just 14 and 15, as he exposed himself 
on Priory Road. Police were called and arrested 
Saeed, who was already on bail. On February 17 
this year, a young couple and a woman in Smeth¬ 
wick saw 49-year-old Saeed expose himself. On bail 
for the second offence, he was again arrested. 

Saeed admitted just the third offence, having 
pleaded guilty to that at a hearing earlier this year. 

His barrister, Esther Thornber, said Saeed was 
ashamed at having drunk alcohol, which he had 
said is forbidden by his religion, and has pledged 
to never drink any again. 


Judge Kristina Montgomery QC said the string 
of offences were too serious to prevent him going 
to prison. She jailed him for a total of 15 months. 

For the offence in October 2014 he will serve 
four months and for the offence in October 2015 he 
will serve another six months. She handed him a 
further five months for the February 2016 offence. 

Under current guidelines asylum seekers are au¬ 
tomatically deported if they receive a prison sen¬ 
tence of over 12 months. 

If he remains in the UK he will be subject to a 
five-year sexual harm prevention order. He will 
need to sign the Sex Offender Register for 10 years. 


Fraudster fleeced pop 
fans out of thousands 

MUSIC fans were fleeced out of 
thousands of pounds by an on¬ 
line fraudster based in Dudley. 

Matthew Thompson, of Upper Gornal, 
advertised the non-existent tickets for con¬ 
certs by artists including One Direction, 

Lady Gaga, Justin Timberlake and Michael 
Buble on classified advertisement websites 
Gumtree and Craigslist for up to £90 each, 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. His 
victims transferred thousands of pounds 
to his bank account between October 2013 
and May 2014 but were left empty-handed. 

It was neither the first nor the last time 
the 36-year-old carried out the same racket. 

In 2013 he received a suspended prison 
sentence over a scam for tickets to see 
artists including Rihanna and Take That. 

Following his arrest, over the more recent 
offences in May 2014, Thompson admitted 
continuing with the fraud up to September 
2015. The court heard his crimes since Oc¬ 
tober 2013 had made him around £4,000. 

He was given a 90-week jail term which 
included the 20-week sentence suspended 
in 2013. 

Email 

The court heard Thompson, of Tudor 
Vale, Upper Gornal, primarily advertised 
the tickets on the Gumtree website. His 
victims would contact him by email after 
which negotiations were carried out via 
text message. Money was then transferred 
to his bank account. 

Mr Richard McConaghy, prosecuting, 
said: “He never purchased the tickets him¬ 
self in the first place. He produced false 
documentation from Ticketmaster in order 
to show to his buyers he had bought the 
tickets he was purporting to sell.” 

The court also heard Thompson would 
lie about why the tickets were for sale, say¬ 
ing he was going on holiday. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said: 

“He recognises his offences caused con¬ 
siderable upset. He is now drinking to 
excess and has become very isolated and 
depressed.” 

Thompson had admitted 12 specimen 
charges of fraud from an original list of 17. 

He asked the court to consider another 14 
similar offences which made him a further 
£2,526 profit. Some customers received a 
partial refund but due to his lack of assets 
he was ordered to pay back just £1.

Beacon in Walsall, the geopark 
exhibition at the Bilston Craft Gal¬ 
lery and Galton Valley in Sandwell. 

The four Black Country au¬ 
thorities - including Dudley - this 
year submitted an application 
to become part of the UNESCO 
Global Geopark network. A Global 
Geopark is an area of international 
significance that protects and pro¬ 


motes the geological and related 
industrial and cultural heritage for 
everyone to enjoy now and in the 
future. Existing sites include Iron- 
bridge Gorge in Shropshire. 

The Black Country Geopark 
would link many heritage sites and 
features across the area to tell the 
story of the landscape. The indus¬ 
trial revolution of the Black Coun¬ 
try is at the heart of the bid. To find 
out more go to www.blackcountry- 
geopark.org.uk or the Black Coun¬ 
try Geopark Project on Facebook.

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Raids seize 
£30k haul 
of illegal 
tobacco 

MORE than £30,000 worth of illegal 
cigarettes and tobacco has been seized 
in Dudley following a crackdown. 

A total of 39,600 cigarettes and 582 
packs of tobacco were taken off the 
streets by Dudley Council trading 
standards officers last year. 

The illegal goods were seized after 
spot checks of 16 premises. Trading 
standards were able to secure six 
prosecutions following the finds. 

The campaign, which also resulted 
in 515 kg of hand rolling tobacco and 
1.7 tons of niche tobacco being seized, 
was run by trading standards services 
across the West Midlands area. 

Trading standards bosses in Dud¬ 
ley have hailed the borough’s contri¬ 
bution as a huge boost to protecting 
the public. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabi¬ 
net member responsible for trading 
standards, said: “We have a duty to 
protect the public and work hard to 
make sure that the goods they buy are 
genuine products which have had the 
tax paid on them. 

“Selling illegal tobacco is a crime 
and offenders need to know that they 
will face consequences if they choose 
to deal in these products.” 

The cigarettes and tobacco were 
discovered by sniffer dogs as part of 
a sting. The seizures in Dudley were 
part of a West Midlands-wide opera¬ 
tion which saw 1.4 million counter¬ 
feit and illicit cigarettes taken off the 
streets in total. 

Last year more than £1 million 
worth of goods were seized across the 
region. 

Expansion plans 
could create jobs 

A TECHNOLOGY company hopes to 
expand its premises and create more 
jobs after outgrowing its existing site. 

The changes would see two single 
storey extensions added to existing 
buildings at Woodpecker Premises, in 
Belfont Trading Estate, Halesowen. 

The company, in its planning appli¬ 
cation, said plans would also include 
building a portal frame and mono¬ 
pitch extension. 

The report states: “Woodpecker 
Premises has outgrown its current 
premises and needs extra storage 
space. The proposed extra storage 
space will result in new jobs as the 
company will be able to facilitate new 
contracts.” 

A decision will be made at a council 
planning meeting.

School considers multi-academy trust 



Olive Hill Primary School, Halesowen 


A SCHOOL in Halesowen has pro¬ 
posed becoming part of a multi-acad¬ 
emy trust (MAT) in partnership with 
three borough secondary schools. 

Olive Hill Primary School, in 
Springfield Road, is undergoing a 
consultation process with parents and 
stakeholders before making the move. 

It would mean that the school would 
join with The Earls High School, Re- 
dhill School and Thorns Community 
College this autumn and be called the 
Stour Vale Academy Trust. 

A statement on the school’s website 
says: “Any decision on whether or not 


to become an academy and join the 
multi-academy trust will be taken by 
our governing body based on what is 
considered best for our school, our pu¬ 
pils, our staff and the schools who are 
part of the proposal to form the MAT. 

“As Olive Hill is currently a com¬ 
munity school and not yet an acad¬ 
emy, a consultation with stakeholders 
must take place. The governing body 
is committed to taking the views of all 
interested stakeholders into account 
before any final decision. 

“Schools have always operated 
within a changing educational land¬ 


scape and it is important that Olive 
Hill responds in a way that ensures 
we are able to create the best opportu¬ 
nities for our pupils and to serve our 
wider local community.” 

An academy is a state-funded school 
which operates independently within 
the requirements of national codes. 
Unlike a state school it receives its 
funding directly from central govern¬ 
ment rather than its local authority. 

The consultation runs until Sep¬ 
tember 8. A meeting will be held 
at the school today (Thursday) at 
5.30pm.

WORK on a new short stay pay and 
display car park in Dudley is starting. 

Dudley Council has appointed 
Coleman & Co to carry out the first 
stage of work to create the car park in 
Tower Street. 

The contract covers the demolition 
of The Mahoe Centre which will in¬ 
crease space for the 90 space develop¬ 
ment. 

The council say that as well as cre¬ 
ating a major new parking facility, 
the work will also improve the street 
scene of Tower Street by opening up 
views to Dudley Castle. 

Lots of interest 
in market hall 

THE future of Brierley Hill’s indoor 
market has been given a boost after 
it was revealed operators have shown 
strong interest in the town’s historic 
market hall, which is currently up for 
sale. 

Firms which run markets elsewhere 
in the country have made contact over 
the market hall in High Street, which 
was put on the market in May by the 
family which has owned it for gener¬ 
ations. 

It is believed the 1930s building 
could sell for as much as £1 million. It 
has around 100 stallholders. 

Heart charity 5k

Hospital bosses launch 
maternity investigation 

AN INVESTIGATION has been 
launched into maternity care at 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

A mother whose baby died is among 
those who have been contacted by hospi¬ 
tal bosses. It comes after some patients 
contacted medical negligence lawyers. 

The handling of 25 births at the Dudley hos¬ 
pital over the last two years will be reviewed. 

Hospital chiefs said they would look into inci¬ 
dents which have been previously investigated. 

Several mothers have received letters to say 
their case is being re-examined, including Lou¬ 
ise Oakley, from Dudley. Her son Myles was 
born on May 7 last year but he died the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

The 39-year-old said: “We were obviously 
devastated at Myles’ death last year and 
wanted to know what had gone wrong. 

Determined 

“We have already asked lawyers to investi¬ 
gate the care we received because we wanted 
an independent view but this letter just makes 
us even more determined to find out exactly 
what happened.” 

Mark Cawley, from solicitors Irwin Mitchell, 
said: “Receiving such a letter is obviously a 
major concern to patients, it raises the ques¬ 
tion of how many have been selected and why? 

“Those patients involved have a right to 
know what is going on and to receive answers.” 

Paula Clark, chief executive at the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “The 
Dudley Group is undertaking a retrospective 
review of a selection of maternity unit inci¬ 
dents, where patients may have experienced 
unexpected complications, to ensure our inves¬ 
tigations process and the care of patients is to 
the highest standard. 

“This is in response to a request from NHS 
England seeking assurance about learning 
from incidents. 

“We are looking at cases over a two-year pe¬ 
riod and carrying out an in-depth review of 25 
out of the 9,000 births during that time. 

“This review is taking a closer look at the 
process to investigate incidents, to ensure that 
we learn lessons and share that learning ap¬ 
propriately for the benefit of patients going 
forward. 

“We recognise this is going to be a difficult 
time for families and we will be liaising closely 
with them to ensure they have an opportunity 
to be involved in the review.” 


Huge rubbish mound is shrinkingl

A MOUNTAIN of waste has 
shrunk in size, to the benefit of 
the Brierley Hill skyline. 

Diggers have clawed away at the 
Moor Street mound over the last 
few months, which had blighted 
the views of neighbours for years 
and resulted in a company boss 
being jailed. 

The Environment Agency is 
clearing the former Refuse De¬ 
rived Fuel site. Workers are now 
more than half way through the 


clean-up project, which is expected 
to be completed in the autumn. 

The mound has blighted res¬ 
idents’ views seven years but 
Brierley Hill Councillor Rachel 
Harris announced they had fi¬ 
nally ‘won the battle’ to get the 
site cleared. 

She said: “It’s clear the owners 
have stuck to their agreement and 
things are progressing. We have fi¬ 
nally won the battle and the rub¬ 
bish is finally going rapidly.” 


The waste saga resulted in High 
Court action being taken. 

Company director Robert Mc- 
Naughton was jailed for failing 
to remove the rubbish, which 
reached around 19 feet high in 
2013. 

It is hoped plans to build flats 
on the site once the rubbish is 
cleared. 

A scheme to build two housing 
blocks containing 94 flats was un¬ 
veiled last year.

Drink-drive death driver not wearing seatbelt 


A 24-year-old man died after his car 
hit a tree and a lamppost whilst he 
was driving having consumed three- 
and-a-half times the legal alcohol 
limit. 

Lee Wassell, of Clee View Road, 
Wombourne, was not wearing a 
seatbelt when he lost control of his 
Subaru Impreza car on the A458 
Bridgnorth Road at Stourton at 
around 12.35am on January 16. 


An inquest heard he had been 
driving to Birmingham to pick up a 
female friend when he over steered 
on a bend, causing the car to spin 
off the road. The driver’s side hit a 
lamppost and the rear of the car hit 
a tree before the motorist was ejected 
from his vehicle, landing in the road. 
Passersby called an ambulance but 
he was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Cause of death was given as mul¬ 


tiple injuries with coroner Andrew 
Haigh delivering a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

Mr Wassell had been drinking at 
the Old Bush pub in Swindon. He 
had approximately 280 milligrams of 
alcohol in his blood. The legal limit is 
80 milligrams. 

Pc Simon Marshall, who investi¬ 
gated, said: “Being 3.5 times above 
the legal limit of alcohol is a signif¬ 


icant amount. Alcohol of this level 
would affect anyone.” 

Describing Mr Wassell’s death as a 
‘tragic accident’, Coroner Haigh said: 
“Lee wasn’t wearing his seat belt. If 
he had, he may have survived.” 

“I hope this is a lesson for other 
young people who don’t wear their 
seatbelts,” said Lynn Wassell, Lee’s 
mother. “My son made a mistake and 
he’s paid dearly for it.” 


Dropped kerb blockers 
face new clampdown

INCONSIDERATE mo¬ 
torists who park across 
dropped kerbs in town cen¬ 
tres, blocking pedestrian 
crossing points, are being 
warned they could face a 
penalty charge notice from 
tomorrow (Friday) onwards. 

That’s when Dudley Council will 
be extending its enforcement to 
drivers who block dropped kerbs 
at crossing points, which causes 
problems for mobility scooters, 
wheelchair users and parents with 
pushchairs. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We want pedestrians to be 
able to move around our town cen¬ 
tres easily and safely. But all too 
often crossing points with dropped 
kerbs - put in to help those on mo¬ 
bility scooters, wheelchair users and 
parents with pushchairs - are being 
blocked by inconsiderate motorists. 

“In the past we have not taken up 
our powers to issue a penalty charge 
notice to these drivers but the prob¬ 
lem is becoming far too common.” 

Patrol 

If residents are experiencing per¬ 
sistent problems of vehicles blocking 
a dropped kerb to their drives, they 
will now be able to make a written 
request for enforcement action. 

Council bosses explain that it is 
not an emergency call out service 
but requests will be considered with 
problem areas incorporated into 
patrol routes ‘where resources are 
available’. 

Motorists who double park, poten¬ 
tially causing congestion, also face a 
penalty charge notice under the new 
extended powers. 

Councillor Bills added: “We will 
continue to take a common sense, 
fair and consistent approach to our 
civil parking enforcement. 

“If you are a driver who parks re¬ 
sponsibly and legally you really will 
not be affected by this.” 

The council said that revenue 
from any on-street fines will be used 
to support traffic and road safety 
schemes in the borough.

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Workmates 
at council 
remember 
their friend 

SANDWELL Council staff remem¬ 
bered a much-missed colleague on 
Sunday, who was killed in the Tuni¬ 
sian terror attack a year ago. 

Adrian Evans, who lived in Bilston, 
began working for Sandwell Council 
as an appren¬ 
tice in 1983. He 
was murdered 
along with his 
78-year-old fa¬ 
ther Patrick 
and 19-year-old 
nephew Joel 
Richards on 
June 26 last 
year. 

The terror 
attack left col¬ 
leagues stunned and one year on his 
workmates said they are still strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with what 
happened to a man they described as 
‘the ultimate professional who would 
always go the extra mile for anybody’. 

Earlier this year, staff at Roway 
Lane, where Mr Evans had managed 
the authority’s gas services team, 
joined with his family to mark what 
would have been his 50th birthday. 
They unveiled a memorial area and 
bench next to his office window and 
announced an apprenticeship award 
scheme in his name. 

Speaking at the unveiling of the 
bench, customer services supervisor 
Michelle Dawes, who worked closely 
with Mr Evans: “I still can’t believe 
it - it’s left a big hole in everybody’s 
lives. We wanted his family to know 
how much he was loved.” 

Fears raised over 
lack of warnings 

FAMILIES of the Tunisia terror at¬ 
tack victims raised concerns about 
a lack of warnings for travellers at a 
pre-inquest hearing. 

Relatives of some of the 30 Britons 
murdered in the resort of Sousse last 
year fear not enough was done to alert 
holidaymakers of 
the terror risk in 
the country. 

The attack 
came just three 
months after 24 
people - includ¬ 
ing Shropshire 
solicitor Sally 
Jane Adey - were 
killed at the 
Bardo Museum 
in Tunis in March. Andrew Ritchie 
QC, who represents 17 families in¬ 
cluding Suzy Richards, said the For¬ 
eign Office had potentially failed to 
require holiday companies to warn 
Britons of the dangers. 

He alleged that travel agents, in¬ 
cluding Thomson’s parent company 
TUI, had told the Foreign Office that 
they intended to use ‘reduced pric¬ 
ing strategies for further tourists to 
be enticed to Tunisia following the 
Bardo attack’. Howard Stevens QC, 
representing TUI, said the company 
‘will not accept the assertion’.

“Through this tragedy, our bond 
with the family - Suzy and Owen in 
particular - has grown and, like Joel, 
Patrick and Adrian, they are a part of 
the Walsall FC family. On days such 
as today, and always, we will remem¬ 
ber those that we lost whilst ensur¬ 
ing that we continue to be a source of 
comfort to those that we left behind.” 

Earlier this year Owen was hon¬ 


oured by the team he loves - being 
handed the inaugural Pride of Walsall 
FC Award at a club ceremony. 

Owen and his mother Suzy 
launched the ‘Smile for Joel’ charity 
earlier this month, which will work 
with Victim Support to help other 
families who have experienced trau¬ 
matic bereavement like they did. 

Suzy said her son was delighted - 
and surprised - by the award. 

Handing over the award, Mr Mole 
said: “We decided Owen deserved this 
award for all he’s been through in the 
past 12 months and the strength and 
courage he’s shown.” 


When dream holiday 
became a nightmare 


JUNE 26, 2015 was a stunning summer day in 
north Africa. The sun beat down on the beaches, 
as some tourists swam in the clear waters of the 
Mediterranean and others relaxed on sunbeds. 

For four members of the same Black Country family 
it was the first day of a dream lads’ holiday abroad. Joel 
Richards, his brother Owen, their uncle Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Patrick had travelled together to celebrate the 
end of Joel’s second year at the University of Worcester 
and Owen completing his 
GCSEs. 


They were a close-knit family 
group whose love for each other 
was clear to all who met them. 

But their dream trip turned 
into a nightmare less than 24 
hours after the quartet touched 
down in Sousse. 

They were among scores of 
tourists on the beach when a 
lone IS gunman opened fire on 
Western guests - killing 38 peo¬ 
ple, including 30 Britons. 

Owen survived. His older 
brother, uncle and grandad did 
not. The sparkling beach scene 
was instantly turned into some¬ 
thing altogether different with 
the actions of a single fanatic. 

Dignity 

Bodies lay prone among the 
sunbeds, while bloodstains 
spread across the sand. Gun¬ 
man Seifeddine Rezgui’s 38 
victims were covered with 
beach towels to preserve their 
dignity. And swathes of yellow 
and black tape set up by the Tu¬ 
nisian authorities soon denoted 
the site for what it was - a 
murder scene. More than 1,500 
miles away, Joel and Owen’s 
mum Suzy and gran Maureen 
were at home in Wednesbury. 

As the devastating details fil¬ 
tered back it is hard to imagine 
what they must have gone 
through - particularly Suzy, 
who flew out to Tunisia as soon 
as she could to be with her lone 
surviving son. 

In the days after the attack 
the sense of shock in the com-

munity was palpable. Three re¬ 
spected, upstanding citizens had 
been unconditionally slaugh¬ 
tered. 

Disbelief and sorrow inter¬ 
mingled in the emotions of all 
those touched by the tragedy, 
according to Wednesbury North 
ward Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, who knew Adrian from his 
time working at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil. She said: “When I first heard 
what had happened it was un¬ 
believable, I just couldn’t take it 
in. I had spoken to Ade just the 
day before he flew out. 

“To hear the news about him 
but also then that he had lost 
his father and his nephew as 
well was absolutely shocking.” 

Joel was a 19-year-old football 
referee, while Mr Evans worked 
for Sandwell Council. His fa¬ 
ther, 78-year-old Patrick, lived 
in Wednesbury, and was Joel’s 
biggest fan - following him 
around on his refereeing duties. 

In the heart-rending days 
after the massacre, medics 
told how Owen comforted the 
injured despite having just 
witnessed the deaths of three 
members of his family. 

The day after the tragedy 
he was joined by Suzy and the 
pair flew back home together. 
Losing three family members in 
such horrific fashion has placed 
a heavy burden on those left 
behind. But Suzy and Owen in 
particular have shown remark¬ 
able strength in the past year.

Venture keeps Joel’s name alive 


THE loss of three family members in a sin¬ 
gle day could have crushed the Richards 
family. But the strength and willing shown 
by the pair since that fateful day has been 
astonishing. 

In recent months they have channelled 
their emotions into a charitable venture 
that keeps Joel’s name alive. 

Through Smile for Joel, the family will 
support other people who have found 
themselves in a traumatic situation like 
they did this time last year. 

Fundraising schemes have flown in thick 
and fast since the launch of the charity in 
April - including the sale of wristbands 
bearing the charity’s name. 

The biggest venture on the horizon for 
the charity is a fun run which takes place 


in Sandwell Valley Country Park called 
Run for Joel. Owen urged people to sign 
up to help remember his lost loved ones. 

He said: “This weekend is going to be a 
tough weekend for me and my family. 

“It would be lovely if everyone could sign 
up for the Run for Joel as a way of remem¬ 
bering my brother, grandad and uncle.” 

The run starts at 10am at the country 
park and has been organised by Smile for 
Joel in partnership with Sandwell Leisure 
Trust and Victim Support.

Armed Forces Day 
hits a new height 


Pulling out all the stops around 
the region to honour our 
brave British servicemen, as 
RICHARD GUTTRIDGE reports 

PROCESSIONS, flypasts and an or¬ 
chestral performance - the Black 
Country and Staffordshire pulled 
out all the stops to honour British 
servicemen on Armed Forces Day. 

Commemorative events took place 
across the region over the weekend in 
recognition of the bravery and sacrifice 
of serving troops, veterans and cadets. 

Crowds who flocked to Himley Hall and 
Park saw a Spitfire take to the skies, while a 
Hurricane flew overhead at the RAF Museum 
at Cosford. The flypasts were part of a week¬ 
end filled with performances and entertain¬ 
ment. 

Hundreds of people came out for a parade 
through Wolverhampton city centre, which 
featured members of regular, reserve, vet¬ 
eran and cadet forces. The parade was led by 
a brass band and members of the forces were 
applauded as they passed people lining the 
streets. 

Impressed 

The procession started in Wulfruna Street 
and continued down Lichfield Street towards 
St Peter’s Church where a short service was 
held, with Mayor of Wolverhampton Barry 
Findlay leading the tributes. 

The event ended with a drumhead service 
on the church steps - the traditional form for 
a religious service attended by troops in the 
field. The parade took place in blazing sun¬ 
shine and the sudden downpour which fol¬ 
lowed during the service failed to dampen the 
spirits. 

David Tranter, aged 72, from Willenhall, a 
former member of the Royal Military Police, 
was among veterans who turned out for the 
service. 

He said: “It is important to say thank you. 
People need to be aware of the tasks we carry

out that are asked of us as a result of decisions 
made by politicians. 

“It was very good, and there was as good a 
turnout as the last one I came to. You find in 
Wolverhampton, there is always a good turn¬ 
out for these things.” 

Councillor Findlay said he was impressed 
by this year’s turnout and stressed the impor¬ 
tance of such events. 

He said: “It’s really important. Every night 
we go to sleep our armed forces are out there 
protecting us and keeping us all safe and it’s a 


good opportunity to thank them for their hard 
work. 

“There was a good turnout. The weather 
wasn’t particularly great, there was a big 
shower but not one person turned away.” 

Similar events were held in Sandwell and 
Cannock on Saturday. 

A parade in Oldbury ran from the Low 
Town car park to the council house while in 
Cannock, a procession marched to the war me¬ 
morial where poppy wreaths were laid at the 
war memorial. 


Visitors to Cosford enjoyed a performance 
from the The Glebe Symphonic Winds Or¬ 
chestra, which held an hour-long concert for 
an audience which included service personnel 
and veterans. 

They were treated to classical pieces from 
Edward Elgar and Gustav Holst, mixed up 
with more modern music from Elton John and 
David Bowie. 

There were also special performances at 
Himley Hall, where singing trio the D-Day 
Darlings performed some of the most popular 
songs of the wartime era. 

There was a touching tribute to ex-service 
personnel in attendance as they were hon¬ 
oured during a special veteran’s badge pres¬ 
entation. Hundreds flocked to the park, where 
a funfair kept children entertained. Military 
vehicles and an army helicopter were also in 
the grounds as visitors got the chance to speak 
to service personnel about their roles. 

Veteran Arthur Hilton, 81, from Wordsley, 
who was awarded the George Cross for brav¬ 
ery in 1953, said: “I love it, I come every year. 

“It’s a great day and good that people come 
out for the armed forces. It is getting bigger 
and bigger every year.” 

Medal 

Sean Donaghey, from Telford, was attend¬ 
ing the event to see his son-in-law, who serves 
in the territorial army, receive a medal. 

He said: “It’s important that people come 
out to support the armed forces. It’s a good day 
out and gives people the chance to see what 
they actually do.” 

Civil war re-enactors also put on a demon¬ 
stration for the crowds while there was also a 
tribute to the Queen to mark her 90th birth¬ 
day and becoming the longest serving mon¬ 
arch. 

The RAF Cosford Voluntary Band per¬ 
formed the spectacular Beating Retreat finale 
following the flypast by the RAF Battle of Brit¬ 
ain Memorial Flight Team. 

Various other events took place across the 
West Midlands to mark Armed Forces Day. 

The National Memorial Arboretum in Staf¬ 
fordshire hosted a special day of activities on 
Saturday which included an annual service of 
thanks.

Bluetooth 
cheat is 
jailed over 
theory test 

A FRAUDSTER who attempted to cheat his 
way through his driving theory test has been 
jailed. 

Sarbjit Singh, aged 30, of Rowley Regis, wore a 
Bluetooth device which was connected to his mobile 
phone in the hope of being fed the answers from 
someone outside. 

He was linked to 10 other 
incidences of theory test 
Bluetooth fraud at test cen¬ 
tres around the country in 
Uxbridge, Milton Keynes, 

Harrogate, Stratford, Chel¬ 
tenham, Builth Wells and 
also Worcester. 

Singh, of Regis Heath 
Road, was handed a 32- 
month prison sentence at 
Hereford Crown Court. 

“This sentence sends out 
a clear message that those 
who put road users and the 
public at risk by cheating 
the driving test process, will 
be pursued and prosecuted.”

A POPULAR activity centre which supports thousands of 
elderly people in the Black Country could be forced to shut 
after losing out on vital funding. 

The Age UK Springboard activity centre based at the 
Waterfront, Brierley Hill, may close by the end of Septem¬ 
ber after missing out on Big Lottery cash. 

Age UK has received funding from Big Lottery for the 
past six years but this year the application was refused. 

Bosses are now trying to find out why and are also look¬ 
ing for other funding options to help secure the centre’s 
future so it can remain open. 

Sandy Jones, who works at the centre, said: “We are 
now looking for other services to help us as we could close 
by September 30. We help more than 17,000 older people 
every year and we hope that with the help of others we can 
still continue to provide these services.” 

The centre has 53 staff and more than 300 volunteers 
who run various health and wellbeing activities for the el¬ 
derly.

THE Dudley Bug and the 
Coseley Spider are among 
the major scientific finds 
taking pride of place at the 
revamped Lapworth Muse¬ 
um of Geology, which has 
opened in Birmingham after 
a £2.7 million refit. 

The museum, at the heart of the 
University of Birmingham, has 
undergone a massive refurbish¬ 
ment. It aims to explore life in the 
Midlands over the past 3.5 billion 
years, with displays looking at 
rocks, fossils, volcanoes, earth¬ 
quakes and dinosaurs. 

The Dudley Bug is a 428 million year 
old trilobite. They looked like giant 
woodlice and the fossils were found 
in the limestone caverns under Dud¬ 
ley. The Coseley Spider, or Eophrynus 
prestvicii, is a spider-like arachnid 
from the late Carboniferous Period, 
which around 315 million years ago. It 
was a predator chasing its prey before 
finishing it off with its powerful jaws. 

Earthquakes 

Also on display will be the JJ Shaw 
seismograph. Mr Shaw (1873-1948) 
was a West Bromwich-based pawnbro¬ 
ker who became interested in earth¬ 
quakes. 

He built a device to record earth¬ 
quakes, using bits of bikes, tin cans, 
knitting needles and anything else he 
could find. 

When it turned out that it actually 
worked he had his prototype preci¬ 
sion-made and turned his greenhouse 
and cellar at his West Bromwich home 
into a mini production line. 

The seismograph was distributed 
around the world and became the 
standard device for measuring earth¬ 
quakes. 

Shaw also recorded earthquakes at 
his seismic observatory in his home. 


The Lapworth Museum has been 
closed for nearly two years prior to the 
re-opening last week. 

Museum director Jon Clatworthy 
said: “The new exhibits will provide a 
far more hands-on approach to learn¬ 
ing about the 3.5 billion years of his¬ 


tory we showcase.” The museum is 
open 10am to 5pm Monday to Friday, 
from noon to 5pm on Saturday and 
Sunday. It is free admission. 

The museum is located at the uni¬ 
versity’s Edgbaston campus, off the 
Ring Road South.

do Irish and soul

MORE than 30 years after he 
first had the idea, Kevin Row¬ 
land has finally recorded his 
‘Irish’ album. 

Backed by the barebone 21 st century 
Dexys, the former Brummie hairdress¬ 
er also injects a fair bit of soul into the 
portentously entitled Let The Record 
Show: Dexys Do Irish and Country 
Soul. It remains more influenced by 
Van Morrison than the folk music of his 
Emerald Isle ancestors and enjoyment 
depends entirely on your stance over 
the impassioned, highly distinctive 
Rowland whoops and warbles. 

Lovely opener Women Of Ireland, 
highlighting the violin of Come On Ei¬ 
leen fiddler (and former Birmingham 
Conservatoire student) Helen O’Hara, 
sets the Celtic tone. It continues with 
Curragh of Kildare, Carrickfergus, 40 
Shades of Green and Irish pub favour¬ 
ite I’ll Take You Home Again, Kathleen. 

I think old time Dexys fans will pre¬ 
fer versions of The Bee Gees’ To Love 
Somebody and Rod Stewart’s You 
Wear it Well, and the soulful retro pop 
of Grazing In The Grass. The Marmite 
track, for Rowland devotees only, is his 
showboating performance of Smoke 
Gets In Your Eyes. 

Wolverhampton’s Beverley Knight 
confirms her status as the UK’s Queen 
of Soul on her back-to-basics album 
Soulsville, including a neat cover of 
Private Number with Jamie Cullum and 
a potent version of Ann Peebles classic 
I Can’t Stand The Rain. She also teams 
up with Sam Moore (from soul legends 
Sam and Dave) for a version of Hold 
On I’m Coming, after taking on blues 
standard Hound Dog and winning with 
the assistance of Jools Holland. 


It can be argued that French synth 
duo Air peaked too early, that the 
output since their ultra-cool debut al¬ 
bum Moon Safari has failed to live up 
to its retro yet also futuristic sound. 
Whilst Moon Safari does provide the 
stand-out tracks on twentyyears, 
their 31 -track double CD retrospective, 
there is lots more to enjoy, such as the 
crunchy Don’t Be Light and the lovely 
mood music of Alone in Kyoto. 

Former Prince associate Xavier, now 
operating under the moniker Fantastic 
Negrito, brings the blues kicking and 
screaming into the 21st century on his 
impressive and hard-hitting album The 
Last Days Of Oakland. 

Hip hop collides with the blues, shar¬ 
ing a cry of rage, whilst he also offers 
a brilliant version of folk song In The 
Pines (also known as Where Did You 
Sleep Last Night?), previously record¬ 
ed by Lead Belly and Nirvana. 

One of the best live bands around, 
Augustines, charge out of the gate fir¬ 
ing on all cylinders on their third album 
This Is Your Life. Singer Billy McCa¬ 
rthy’s heart-on-his-sleeve style and 
his band’s rollicking ramshackle rock 


‘n’ roll potency, which makes the New 
Yorkers such an exciting prospect on 
stage, transfers to the album right from 
the off with lead single Are We Alive? 
The songs are big, beefy and honest. 

They are due to play the Rainbow 
Warehouse in Digbeth on October 20. 

Piano, percussion and sax trio Mam¬ 
mal Hands present a brilliant set of 
cool modern accessible jazz on their 
second album Floa. 

There are a clutch of fine new albums 
from distinctive singer-songwriters 
from the indie alt-rock scene, proving 
that there is lots of creativity and integ¬ 
rity worth exploring beyond the com¬ 
mercial behemoth Ed Sheeran. 

Recommended listens include: 
Waltzed In From The Rumbling, the 
analogue crafted fourth album from 
Canadian outfit Plants And Animals 
fronted by Warren Spicer; meditations 
on loss of innocence from County 
Antrim’s Ciaran Lavery on his second 
album Let Bad In; beautiful and uplift¬ 
ing songs from Danish singer-songwrit¬ 
er Soren Juul, formerly known as Indi¬ 
ans, on his 4AD album This Moment.

IS it just one of those Rumours or 
the stuff of Dreams but did music 
legends Fleetwood Mac play Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic Hall back in 1970. 

The venue’s bosses can’t find the 
concert in the records and are now 
appealing to the public for help. 

Former Wulfrunian Dave Finley, 
aged 63, who emigrated to Australia 
in the 1980s, said he was sure the 
band had played at the Civic or ad¬ 
joining Wulfrun Hall around 1970. 
He emailed the Civic for confirma¬ 
tion but the venue has no record of 
the concert. 

Mr Finley said: “I am currently 
writing recollections from my life 
and I have a memory of going to 
the Civic Hall or Wulfrun to see the 
band in or around 1970. It was the 
first date with my then girlfriend 
Bernadette Evans. I was an appren¬ 
tice at Dowty Boulton Paul Aircraft 


Ltd. I was 17-years-old and studying 
at Wulfrun College. I am sure I got 
hold of tickets for the Fleetwood Mac 
gig and asked her to go with me. I 
had cheap tickets at the back but we 
walked to the third row which only 
had one person sitting in it. 

“The line-up was odd. I under¬ 
stood it to be the first, or a trial, 
without Pete Green. I find it odd 
that the Fleetwood Mac site, which 
lists all of their tours since the start, 
does not mention this concert.” 

Mr Finley, now a grandfather of 
seven, married Berndette (known as 
Dette) and they lived in Newbridge 
until emigrating in 1982. They di¬ 
vorced after 25 years. “I see both 
Dette and my second - also divorced 
- wife daily and we all get on well,” 
he added. Anyone who can recall the 
gig is asked to email www.wolves 
civic.co.uk with information.

Dog that 
bit woman 
will not be 
destroyed 


A DANGEROUS dog that mauled a woman’s 
hand as she went to stroke it will not be de¬ 
stroyed, a court heard. 

The eight-year-old American bulldog and Staf¬ 
fordshire bull terrier cross, named Geezer, was off 
the lead with owner Maurice Hutchinson when the 
attack on Wendy Young happened in Dudley. 

The victim, who was visiting her sister at Claverley 


Court, was taken to hospital 
needing treatment for seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

She had been heading into 
the foyer when Hutchinson 
walked in with his dog. She 
lowered her right hand to 
greet the animal when it bit 
into her hand and would not 
let go. 

Hutchinson, aged 62, who 
lives in Claverley Court, 
hit the dog with his stick 
to try and get it to release 
Ms Young’s hand but to no 
avail. 

Released 

He then kicked the dog, 
which then released its grip 
in the incident on June 6 
last year. Ms Young was 
treated in hospital for three 
puncture wounds and ten¬ 
don damage. 

Appearing at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court, Hutchinson 
was charged with being the 
owner of a dog which was 
dangerously out of control. 

He was issued with a cur¬ 
few, meaning he must be at 
his home address from 10pm 
to 6am every day for three 
months. He was also or¬ 
dered to pay a total of £395, 
including costs of £85, com¬ 
pensation to the victim of 
£250 and a victim surcharge 
of £60. Magistrate Teresa

Popplewell also made the 
dog subject to a contingent 
destruction order - meaning 
that it must be muzzled and 
on a lead whenever outside 
of Mr Hutchinson’s home, 
should only be walked by 
someone aged 18 and above 
and must be neutered and 
insured. The microchip 
identity details of the dog 
must also be passed to the 
dangerous dogs unit at West 
Midlands Police. 

An assessment of the dog, 
carried out by the police, re¬ 
vealed that the dog became 
agitated and aggressive 
when put on a lead and be¬ 
came easily stressed, with¬ 
out inhibition to bite. 

Magistrate Popplewell 
said: “We have heard the 
report of what happened 
on June 6 and have taken 
a long time to think about 
what to do in this case. 

“With a contingent de¬ 
struction order, there are 
conditions you have to com¬ 
ply with if you want to keep 
your dog. He must also be 
under control when persons 
enter your home address 
and needs to be insured and 
neutered.”

Intu already owns the other half of the estate 
made up of the Intu Merry Hill shopping centre, 
two retail parks, office and leisure facilities and 
development land. 

Intu has now exchanged contracts to buy the 
remaining half of the complex from the Queens¬ 
land Investment Corporation. 


Intu chief executive David Fischel said: “We 
are pleased to have been able to acquire the re¬ 
maining 50 per cent interest in Intu Merry Hill, 
some two years after our original 50 per cent 
acquisition in 2014. 

Potential 

“Our ownership and asset management to 
date has provided us with ample evidence of the 
centre’s upside potential, whatever the outcome 
of the EU referendum.” 

Intu arranged a £500 million loan, with a 2018 
maturity, which will replace the current £191 


million loan facility, maturing in 2017, secured 
on the 50 per cent originally held. 

Retail space at Merry Hill totals 1.7 million sq 
ft spread between the 214-unit shopping centre 
(1.4m sq ft) and retail parks (0.3m sq ft). 

Intu, which also owns Lakeside and Trafford 
Centre shopping centres, spent £403.8m buying 
Westfield’s half stake in Merry Hill. 

Intu has plans for major improvements at 
Merry Hill and aims to improve the tenant mix. 

The Merry Hill shopping centre was the 
brainchild of Black Country developers Roy and 
Don Richardson in the 1980s. 


Public transport 
is getting safer 

CRIME on public transport in the West 
Midlands is falling, say transport authority 
Centro. 

Numerous figures have been published 
by Centro showing crime on board public 
transport is dropping. 

Operation Goliath, launched by West 
Midlands Police in March, saw more patrols 
on the bus network. It resulted in a 12 per 
cent reduction of bus crime compared with 
March 2015. 

Offences reported on bus and rail services 
across the region have fallen by six per cent 
compared with the previous year, dropping 
from 6,199 to 5,822. Birmingham’s Council¬ 
lor Kath Hartley, said: “Using public trans¬ 
port now is safer than it ever has been but 
there will always be some individuals who 
want to cause trouble.”

The million pound doorstop

A VASE used as a doorstop in a Black Coun¬ 
try home could fetch a staggering £1 million 
at auction. 

The antique has since been found to be 
a Chinese artefact from the 18th century. 

The rare blue and white vase was discov¬ 
ered propping a door open in a home and 
has been described as ‘the find of a lifetime’ 
by auctioneers. 

But the address of the owner will remain 
a secret until the artefact is sold tomorrow 
(Friday). 

The vase was discovered by Hanson’s 
Auctioneers associate director Adrian Rath- 
bone. 

After a careful assessment, a guide price 
for the vase has been set at £300,000 to 
£500,000. 

“It is the dream of a find,” said Charles 
Hanson, of Hanson’s Auctioneers. 


“It was owned by a great aunt Florrie 
who acquired it in Cornwall in the 1920s, 
and the couple who now own it used it as 
a doorstop. 

“It’s the find of a lifetime and has the 
chance of topping £lm if a battle between 
the Far Eastern heavyweight collectors 
takes off.” 

Emperor 

Made in China during the reign of Em¬ 
peror Qianlong (1735-99), of the Qing dy¬ 
nasty, experts believe the vase was possibly 
made by the Imperial kilns for the Emper¬ 
or’s Summer Palace. 

The vase is to be sold in the Summer Fine 
Art Auction being held at Hansons Auc¬ 
tioneers on Heage Lane in Etwall, between 
Derby and Burton-upon-Trent. For further

Due to there being no CCTV 
coverage, police told the pair that 
there was little they could do. 

Ashley, 29, from Coseley, said: “I 
parked in the trade section. While I 


was inside, the stuff was taken. I just 
want to make people aware. 

“We’re going to just have to take 
the hit financially, because if we 
claimed on our insurance the pre¬ 
mium would probably go up so much 
that it wouldn’t be worth it. 

“Luckily we’ve got plenty of work 
but if this had happened this time 
last year the business wouldn’t have 
survived.” 

A spokesperson for B&Q said: “We 
are aware of this incident. Unfortu¬ 
nately, this particular section of the 
car park is not currently covered by 
CCTV.” 

West Midlands Police logged 77 in¬ 
cidents at the store in the past year 
with 11 similar thefts. 

Deb Edwards of West Midlands 
Police said: “If anybody has any in¬ 
formation that they could help us 
with, please call us on 101.”

MP is backing bid to 
stop rich dodging tax 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has backed a move stop 
the very wealthy stashing their money in tax havens. 

Labour Mr Austin has joined with a cross-party group 
of MPs calling for Government to publish figures on who 
owns what in the Crown Dependencies and Overseas 
Territories. 

The Government is currently planning to collect this 
information but share it only with HM Revenue & Cus¬ 
toms on a confidential basis. 

Mr Austin has previously backed the Multinational 
Enterprises (Financial Transparency) Bill, which would 
force multinational companies to come clean on tax. 

Mr Austin said: “People in Dudley want big businesses 
to invest in Britain, but they want them to pay their fair 
share of tax too. 

“While millions of families and the vast majority of 
British firms pay their fair share, it’s not right that some 
firms don’t. That’s why I’m backing this proposal to 
make sure that big companies and rich individuals can’t 
get away with making deals in private so that they can 
pick and choose the tax they pay.” 


Move to ban 
shoplifter 
from area's 
retail parks 


POLICE want to ban one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s most prolific shoplifters from up to five 
retail parks in the area, it has been revealed. 

The move comes after a security guard feared 
he was about to die after having a pair of scissors 
pressed against his throat by Raphael Scarlett. 

The 35-year-old - who has clocked up 137 previous 


convictions including 85 for 
spotted stealing coffee and 
chocolate worth £69 at B&M 
in Axeltree Way, Wednes- 
bury, on April 20. 

As he was detained by 
guard Darren Nelson, Scar¬ 
lett grabbed a pair of scis¬ 
sors from a desk after being 
taken to the security office 
of the store. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that Mr Nelson 
struggled to disarm him. 
He later told police: “I felt 
metal on my neck and it 
was pushing into my neck. 

I thought I was going to die. 

“I thought of my family 
and the way it was coming 
to an end.” 

Scarlett fled from the 
shop and was trying to es¬ 
cape on his bike when Mr 
Nelson again managed to 
stop him, said Mr Robert 
Edwards, prosecuting. 

Mr Will Rose, defending, 
said Scarlett was desper¬ 
ate to avoid going back to 
prison. 

He explained: “He pan¬ 
icked and made the very 
foolish decision to pick up 
the scissors.” 

Scarlett from Grenville 
Drive, Smethwick, pleaded 
guilty to affray and theft 
and was jailed for one year 
and 10 months by Recorder 
James Steel QC.

Stitch in time for Hilda's 

half century on the stage 


AFTER stitching and sew¬ 
ing thousands of costumes 
for the last 50 years Hilda 
Faulkner still remains at the 
heart of Cradley Heath Oper¬ 
atic Society. 

Mrs Faulkner, aged 83, from 
Surfeit Hill Road, first got in¬ 
volved with the theatre society in 
1965 after hearing about a show 
through a co-worker. 

Little did she know that decades 
on she would be looking back on an 
illustrious amateur acting career hav¬ 
ing starred as the lead in numerous 
shows, while also making her name as 
the wardrobe mistress. 

“It has been a labour of love,” she 
laughed. “But it has been worth every 
minute. I first got involved when I was 
working in tailoring in Old Hill and 
the foreman was a member of another 
operatic society but his brother was 
part of the Cradley Heath one so I was 
invited along. I was 33 years old at the 
time. I initially started playing parts 
in the chorus and then eventually be¬ 
came lead.” 


MEMORY LANE 



Over the years Mrs Faulkner has 
taken part in shows ranging from 
Showboat, The King & I, Oklahoma 
and Carousel, taking on older parts as 
the decades passed. In 1979 she played 
the lead, Julie LaVerne, in Showboat, 
wearing a purple velvet dress with 
matching hat. Then, in 1995, she 
played Queenie, the hardworking 
ship’s cook, in the same show. 

“It was about 10 years after I started 
I got involved with the costumes. And 
because I worked in tailoring I be¬ 
came wardrobe mistress,” said Mrs 
Faulkner. 

“My forte is men’s clothing. I used 
to make my husband’s suits and when 
we got married, for the wedding, I 
made both my mother and father’s 
suits, my husband’s and the two small 
bridesmaids’ dresses. For the operatic 
society, we hire in costumes for the big 
shows but I worked with the costum¬ 
ier to make them fit. You can imagine, 
with people coming in all shapes and 


sizes, the costumes would need alter¬ 
ing. I couldn’t cut them because they 
had to go back.” 

“Whenever anybody asks what my 
favourite one to make has been I can’t 
say because they have all been spe¬ 
cial and unique in their own way. I 
loved playing Julie in Showboat.’’Mrs 
Faulkner has also been chair of the 
society for around 28 years. It even be¬ 
came a family affair too her daughter, 
Kay Woodhouse, became secretary. 
Her two granddaughters are also both 
involved with Sally Gage, 36, becom¬ 
ing a choreographer and director, and 
Liz Compton, 32, a leading actress. 

“Looking back over 50 years has 
brought some wonderful moments and 
lots of friends.” 

The group, formed in 1908 as Cra¬ 
dley Heath, Old Hill and District Am¬ 
ateur Operatic Society, changed its 
name in 1964 after moving to the Civic 
Hall in Brierley Hill. *Mrs Faulkner 
was interviewed and filmed for Chains, 
Dogs and CHAOS, a film by Multistory 
and Sarah Tibbetts in 2014. Multi¬ 
story, is an arts organisation based in 
West Bromwich.

'Lost' taxi driver is fined for 
charging double after detour 


A TAXI driver claimed he was lost 
after taking a passenger wanting a 
four-mile journey in the Black Coun¬ 
try on a detour to Birmingham - 
costing him twice the fare. 

A court heard that on December 9, Talbraiz 
Ali, 35, was asked by his customer to go from 
Cape Hill ito Sand well and Dudley rail station. 

But Ali, who was working for 247 Cars and 
had only been a taxi driver for 28 days, took the 
passenger to Harborne and then charged £15 for 
the trip - more than double the expected fare. 

Father-of-two Ali, of Minstead Road, Erding- 
ton, pleaded guilty to a charge of ‘unnecessary 


prolonging of a journey by hackney carriage’ at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court on Tuesday. 

Prosecuting on behalf of Sandwell Council, Mr 
David Elliot explained that a man called for a 
taxi from 247 Cars from the McDonald’s at Cape 
Hill. 

Asking to be taken to Sandwell and Dudley 
Railway Station the passenger was surprised 
when Ali turned left towards Birmingham. “He 
asked the driver where he was going, who said 
that he wanted to avoid the traffic,” said Mr El¬ 
liot. Ali proceeded to take more and more of a 
diversion then charged his passenger £15 when 
they eventually reached the station. 

The court was told that Ali had only started 
driving a taxi in Sandwell the previous month. 


Mr Elliot added that it would be up to the coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee to determine to what 
extent they would also penalise Ali. 

Representing Ali, Michael Wooldridge said: 
“This is an unfortunate matter - it defies any 
logical explanation.” 

Mr Wooldridge stressed that this was Ali’s 
second job, his main employment being at a fac¬ 
tory, and said that his limited English may have 
added to the problem. Mr Wooldridge added: 
“He took a wrong turn at the start and it all 
went from there. It is not a case where he has 
deliberately gone around the houses.” 

Ali received a conditional discharge lasting 
12 months and was ordered to pay costs of £250 
with a victim surcharge of £15. 


Child cruelty 
cases soaring 

THE number of child cruelty and neglect 
cases recorded by West Midlands Police 
has soared by 66 per cent in three years, 
new figures have revealed. 

The NSPCC’s annual child protection 
review How Safe Are Our Children? shows 
parents or carers were reported in connec¬ 
tion with 2,147 offences in 2014/15, com¬ 
pared to 1,293 in 2012/13. 

Across England, the total rose by 40 
per cent, from 6,069 in 2012/13 to 8,506 
in 2014/15. 

The huge increase in cases is reflected 
in the number of calls made to the NSPCC 
helpline - more than 16,000 - about chil¬ 
dren suffering neglect. Adults called with 
fears about children starving and dirty, 
living in rat-infested homes, while others 
reported parents who were drunkards or 
left children to fend for themselves.

It costs over £6 million a 
year to run Compton Hospice, and with less 
than one third of this funding coming from 
Government we are reliant on the public.”

This follows research showing that 
rabbits are now the fourth most popular pet in the UK. 

Bonnie Leibowitch from White Cross Vets in Tividale, 
explains: “Rabbits make fantastic pets but can be good at 
hiding signs of illness. This means they can have health 
problems that owners might not be aware of, so we’re in¬ 
viting rabbit owners to bring their pets in for a thorough 
health check.”

Years of tears... 


FROM environmental disasters 
to sporting heartache, the end of 
apartheid and start of the internet, a 
lot has happened since 1986. 

In the year the Chronicles were launched, 
the Chernobyl Nuclear Power Plant exploded, 
Diego Maradona broke the hearts of England 
fans with his Hand Of God goal, and Steve Bull 
signed for Wolves. 

And since then there have been many major 
events that have happened in the world. 

To mark the 30th anniversary of the weekly 
titles Jamie Brassington looks at some of the 
world’s standout events in that time. 

Shockwaves were sent around the world in 
1986 when the Chernobyl nuclear plant ex¬ 
ploded in former Soviet Union. It was caused 
by an accident which saw a nuclear reactor ex¬ 
plode, sending a radioactive cloud into the at¬ 
mosphere which affected large parts of Europe. 

A 30 kilometre exclusion zone was then set

up around the site 
and patrolled by the 
Russian military. 

After three months 
31 people had died 
and 237 suffered 
acute radiation sick¬ 
ness, most victims 
being fire and rescue 
workers. 

Many England 
fans will remember 
the World Cup of 
that year because of 
Diego Maradona’s 
controversial Hand 
Of God goal. His 
handball goal was 
allowed to stand which helped Argentina beat 
Engand 2-1 in the quarter final before they went 
on to win the tournament. 

But a footballing story was soon to start closer 
to home when Steve Bull signed for Wolves in 
the same year, going on to score 250 goals in 474 
appearances for the club. In 1988 the tragedy of 
Pan Am Flight 103 took place, where terrorists 
detonated a bomb over Lockerbie, in Scotland, 
killing all 270 people on board.

The next decade saw the beginning of the 
worldwide web, which was invented by Brit¬ 
ish engineer Sir Timothy Berners-Lee in 1990. 
Nelson Mandela was also freed from Victor Ver- 
ster Prison earlier that year after more than 27 
years. 

The first half of the decade saw political shifts 
in Europe. The Soviet Union was dissolved in 
1991 and the European Union established in 
1993. England and France were connected by 
rail in 1994 when the Channel tunnel opened 
in 1994 after seven years of construction. Nel¬ 


son Mandela became the first black president of 
South Africa earlier that year, ending apartheid 
in the country. 

Tragedy struck Dunblane Primary School in 
Scotland in 1996, when gunman Thomas Ham¬ 
ilton opened fired, killing 16 pupils and one 
teacher before he committed suicide. 

Dolly the sheep became the first mammal to be 
cloned in July 1996 by British scientists at the 
University of Edinburgh. 

The magic of JK Rowling’s Harry Potter was 
unveiled to the public in July 1997 when her Phi¬ 
losopher’s Stone book was published. 

Princess Diana was killed in a car crash in the 
Pont de l’Alma road tunnel in Paris alongside 
Dodi Al-Fayed in August 1997. 

In September 1997, Mother Theresa, a Roman 
Catholic nun, who dedicated her life to helping 
the poor and vulnerable around the world, died. 

Google was set up in 1998, going on to be one 
of the most important tools of the early 21st cen¬ 
tury.

What the future 
held in store for 
historic Dudley 

THE histoiy of Dudley is 
steeped in its industrial herit¬ 
age but the town’s major de¬ 
velopments over the last three 
decades have been far from 
that. 

In the past 30 years Dudley has 
seen the opening of a major shop¬ 
ping centre and a general hospital. 

A year before Dudley Chronicle was 
launched, the Merry Hill Shopping Cen¬ 
tre opened in Brierley Hill in 1985. 

It was built on the old Round Oak 
Steelworks site and has since become 
the major shopping destination for 
people in the Black Country and wider 
region. 

Another landmark for the town was 
the opening of Russells Hall Hospital. 

The hospital opened in 1976, but not for 
patients until 1984. 

Extension 

Around the same time, parts of Dud¬ 
ley Guest Hospital were closing. Its 
Accident and Emergency department 
moved to Russells Hall in 1984. The 
former nurses’ home was demolished 
in 1996. 

But parts of the hospital remained 
open, and there was a new extension in 
2003. Today it cares for outpatients. 

The site also played host to the Brit¬ 
ish paranormal television programme 
‘Ghosthunting with...’ in 2008 when 
stars from ‘I’m a Celebrity... Get Me 
Out of Here!’ took part. 

The ‘Dudley Dorito’, a triangular 
UFO, has become a well-known para¬ 
normal happening and made numer¬ 
ous appearances in the skies above the 
town. 

The first reported sighting of the ob¬ 
ject came in 2007, when the photograph 
taken was sent to a policeman and a 
UFO expert. Since then there have

been several more sightings. The 
name was coined because the shape 
of the object looked like a triangular 
Doritos snack. 

Dudley saw the arrival of a Ferris 
wheel this March which would go on 
to become a national sensation. 

The Dudley Eye, as it became 
known, received negative criticism 
from the media, which included TV 
presenter Piers Morgan, who de¬ 
clared that there could be ‘no grim¬ 
mer panorama than Dudley’. 

But operators of the ride hailed it 
as a success, as it increased footfall 
and trade for the town.

Several standout sculptures have 
been installed over the years. A 
statue in tribute to Manchester 
United legend Duncan Edwards 
was added in 1999, unveiled by his 
mother and Sir Bobby Charlton. 

The Millennium Pegasus sculp¬ 
ture was unveiled on Scotts Green 
Island in 2001, created by sculptor 
Andrew Logan. It is bronze coloured 
and features a glass inlay, referring 
to the glass industry of the past and 
present. 

The winged-horse from Greek my¬ 
thology symbolised hope for the fu¬ 
ture and the new century.

Merry Hill plan 
was not a hit 
with everyone 


THE arrival of the Merry Hill 
Shopping Centre symbol¬ 
ised Dudley moving away 
from its industrial past. 

When plans were announced 
to build the shopping centre on 
the site of the Round Oak Steel¬ 
works they were met with con¬ 
troversy. 

Some people were unsure whether 
a shopping centre would be success¬ 
ful, and others feared for the future 
of town centres. But those days seem 
a bygone era. 

More than 25 years since the com¬ 
plex was built, Merry Hill is a bus¬ 
tling shopping destination. 

Hostility 

The shopping centre was the £1 
billion brainchild of millionaire de¬ 
velopers and twin brothers Roy and 
Don Richardson. 

They bought the site of the Round 
Oak Steelworks in 1982. The steel¬ 
works closed in December that year 
after 125 years, with the loss of 1,200 
jobs, marking a sad time for the 
workers at Christmas. 

The plans of the brothers were 
helped by a newly-set up Enterprise 
Zone created by the government so 
businesses could start in areas which 
had been affected by a downturn in 
the manufacturing industry. 

It allowed the Richardsons a 10- 
year break in business rates. 

Initial development was met with

hostility when the first part of 
the centre was built on green 
space, rather than the former 
steelworks, in 1984, which 
was cherished locally as a 
haven for wil dlif e. 

By Christmas 1985 the first 
three stores, Harris Queen¬ 
sway furniture store, MFI 
home furnishings and Atlantis 
Electrical superstore, opened. 

Two years later the final 
stage of the development, the 
shopping mall, opened. It was 
extended before the centre was finally 
completed in 1989 - but it was a race 
against time to get it open before 
Christmas. 

In 1986 the first free-standing Pizza 
Hut in the UK, the UK’s first drive-in 
McDonald’s restaurant and the larg¬ 
est Texas Homecare store opened. 

Merry Hill Minibuses was created 
to run bus services to and from the 
centre in 1987 and a 10-screen cinema 
opened in November 1988. 

Work also began that year to build 
the Merry Hill Monorail between the 
centre and The Waterfront, which re¬ 
portedly cost £22 million. The Mono- 
rail was a stand-out attraction at the 


complex but was known for breaking 
down. In one event in April 1992, fire¬ 
fighters had to help dozens of people 
escape from the vehicle when it broke 
down on the tracks. They used a crane 
with a platform to get the passengers 
down. Months later it was dismantled. 

Today Merry Hill is owned by com¬ 
panies QIC and intu. 

The latter business took control 
of the shopping centre after buying 
Westfield’s half share in a £407.7 mil¬ 
lion deal. 

The complex is home to more than 
250 shops, a retail park, a cinema, a 
food court, and 10,000 car parking 
spaces.

On track to 
move ahead

HAVING delved into the past, now 
its time to look to the future. What 
will be in store for Dudley and the 
Black Country? 

There are billion pound plans for 
new rail services in the region and a 
‘garden city’. 

And attractions such as Merry Hill, 
Dudley Zoo and the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum are set to be revamped 
and expanded. 

Transport chiefs last year tabled £6.5 bil¬ 
lion transport plans for the West Midlands 
which could see areas in the Black Country 
have train services once again. 

Travel 

Bosses say commuters could travel to 
three main towns or cities within 45 min¬ 
utes in peak morning times. 

As part of the plans Brierley Hill and Dud¬ 
ley could have Midland Metro connections, 

There may also be direct services between 
Wolverhampton and Walsall, both acting as 
main interchanges. Walsall could also link 
up directly with Stourbridge. 

As the population of Britain, and the 
Black Country, continues to rise, these 
plans could help to ease the congestion on 
the roads. 

A large investment planned for the Black 


Country is a £6 billion ‘garden city’. 

The ambitious scheme was unveiled ear¬ 
lier this year to create a city around Wolver¬ 
hampton, which would stretch to Lye and 
Dudley Port, West Bromwich and Aldridge. 

It would be the largest ‘garden city’ in the 
country and be built with open spaces and 
greenery in mind. 

Planners identified in spring more than 
500 sites for the 45,000 new homes of the 
‘garden city’. The scheme will cover more 
than 3,700 acres across 30 towns. 

Dudley Zoo and the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum are set to join up into one site 
which could make them even a larger hub 
of attraction. 

The site of the landmark Kingfisher pub 
in Dudley which was knocked down this 
year is being transformed into a new Aldi 
supermarket. 

Transport plans would also see buses in 
the Black Country become ultra modern, 
featuring leather seats, wi-fi connections 
and charging points for mobile phones. 
There are also plans to expand Dudley bus 
station. 

The tall derelict Cavendish House stand¬ 
ing next to the B4171 into Dudley town 
centre is set be demolished and make way 
for an exciting new development, although 
exact details have not yet been drawn up. 

Merry Hill, now under the management of 
intu, who jointly own 50 per cent of the site,

is set to see expansions and a revamp. 

There will be fewer shops inside but they will 
be bigger. Office blocks along the Waterfront in 
Merry Hill are set to be transformed into homes. 

Merry Hill could also once again become an en¬ 
terprise zone, which was set up in the 1980s and 
helped the shopping centre to take shape. 

Plans for the enterprise zone were approved by 
George Osbourne in the Chancellor’s budget on 
May 16. 

They are said to have helped plans for the 
much-heralded Midland Metro link come to the 
town. 

The Dudley Eye is also set to come back to Dud-

AS things have been since time immemorial, 
the fashion trends that have emerged, disap¬ 
peared and re-emerged over the last three dec¬ 
ades have been heavily dictated by music, cul¬ 
ture and subculture.

MUSIC in the 1980s saw new 
sounds enter the charts. 

As rock continued to enjoy a 
wide audience, new genres, such 
as dance music and new wave, 
arrived on the scene. 

Disco fell out of fashion in the dec¬ 
ade’s early years but Euro disco and 
dance-pop were to become more 
popular. 

But in the Black Country, rock was 
still dominant. The region played an 
important role in seeing bands be¬ 
come successful. 

Former nightclub and live music 
venue JB’s, in Dudley, had local bands 
and acts from further afield play there. 

As Jonn Penney, lead singer of 
Ned’s Automic Dustbin, put it, if you 



won the crowd over at the club, you 
were onto a winner. The likes of Blur, 
Joy Division, UB40, The Police, The 
Pretenders and the Manic Street 
Preachers performed at the venue. 

The Sex Pistols played there under 
the name The Spots following a ban 
by Wolverhampton Council. 

Queen also wanted to play there but 
asked too much money to perform. 

Ned’s Automic Dustbin, formed in 
Stourbridge in 1987, was among the 
Black Country bands branching out 
into indie rock which became popular 
in the UK and US in the 1980s. 

“Indie was short for independent, 
which meant people doing their own 
thing,” said Jonn. 

“Indie music was everyone who was 
not on a major record label.” 


Other indie bands from the area 
were Pop Will Eat Itself and The Won¬ 
der Stuff, both formed in Stourbridge 
in 1986. 

In April 1991 Jonn’s band re¬ 
leased its album ‘God Fodder’, which 
reached number four in the UK Top 40 
albums chart. 

“Rock music in the area has always 
been a love of no-nonsense music. 

“I guess Slade started the trend, the 
‘get on with it no-nonsense’ music. 
There was no posing, it was all about 
letting the art do the talking. 

“They took the Black Country to the 
corners of the planet which no-one 
else had done. 

“Robert Plant also took Wolver¬ 
hampton to places in the world where 
no-one knew of the city.”

As promotions officer for the Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic halls Jonn has experience of 
many music genres. He says tastes in music 
have changed over the past three decades 
and rock may not be as pivotal in the Black 
Country as 30 years ago. 

But he added: “Rock in the Black Country 
is never going to die. And Black Country rock 
fans are the most loyal of the loyal.” 

And he is glad to see the surprise return of 
vinyl with youngsters of today. 

“Kids today are different to kids in my 
age,” said Jonn. “They don’t go out as much 
and are exposed to fair less culture and art. 

“It’s a completely different culture but that 
is not knocking them. Rock music is so much 
rooted in live performance. 

“I would have never imagined today kids 
would appreciate a piece with artwork (vinyl) 
- it’s great to see.”

MIKE HAMBLETT: 

Owner of the Robin 2 in Bilston 

“The live music venues in the Black Country and 
Birmingham have changed over the years,” says 
Mike. “What used to be a pub venue would now be 
The Institute in Birmingham. 

“And places like Club Lafayette, Wolverhampton 
and JB’s Dudley are no longer with us.” 

But one name still going strong is the Robin 2, in 
Bilston. Mike opened the live music venue alongside 
the original Robin, which he opened in 1992 in Dud¬ 
ley before it was demolished in 2003. 

Acts that have played at The Robin 2 recently 
include American female soul group The Three De¬ 
grees and Snakecharmer - made up of two original 
Whitesnake members. 

Mike says: “There only used to be The Robin, JB’s 
in Dudley and a couple in Birmingham, Club Lafay¬ 
ette, The Coach & Horses pub in Hateley Heath, the 
Barrel Organ in Digbeth and the Railway in Curzon

F ollowing the success of Sex and 
the City and Fifty Shades of 
Grey, some people may think 
that Ann Summers parties now seem 
rather tame. 

However, Sophie Rundle, who stars 
in ITV’s new drama series Brief 
Encounters as Steph, a woman who 
starts a new career selling exotic 
lingerie and marital aids in 1980s 
Sheffield, admits that handling the 
vintage props left her a little flustered.

THE aroma of freshly baked 
bread signals the start of new 
mornings in France and collect¬ 
ing this warm and doughy delight 
became a daily routine my fami¬ 
ly and I wholeheartedly adopted 
while visiting the Basque Coast. 

Imagine allowing a six-year-old the 
freedom to ride his bike to the onsite 
patisserie, practise his language skills 
and bring home freshly baked pastries 
for everyone. 

That’s exactly how each morning began 
on our glorious Eurocamp holiday at Le 
Ruisseau Campsite set in 18 hectares and 
just five miles from historic Biarritz. 

Varying in size, guests can chose from 
off the beaten track sites to full on fun re¬ 
sorts at 180 destinations across Europe at

top destinations like Lake Garda, the Costa 
Verde in Spain and Switzerland. Being 
a traffic-free site allowed the children to 
whizz around on bikes and play in safety. 

After a hearty breakfast delivered 
proudly by our eldest, on the decked ter¬ 
race of our Espirit, three-bedroomed mobile 
home, most days were spent around the site 
enjoying the fantastic facilities. 

Accommodation was perfectly functional 
and included three bedrooms, a kitchen 
diner with gas hob and oven, WC and 
shower room. For our needs the mobile 
home was perfectly adequate but if you are 
looking for a little more luxury the higher 
spec models may be more suitable. 

Daily, there are various kids’ clubs and 
activities geared to suit children up to 
the age of 12 and there is an endless list 


of evening entertainment to boot. Blessed 
with glorious sunshine meant the children 
played in the pools. Parents could get a 
break, too, as loungers are carefully placed 
allowing full view of the swimming areas. 

Off site, the beaches around the coast 
offer some of the best waves and the clear¬ 
est waters.

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TSI engine is impressive

For years car makers have been 
striving for new technological 
ways to produce cleaner, more 
economical cars that are better 
for your pocket and for the plan¬ 
et. 

Diesel cars are, for a variety of reasons, 
losing some of their gloss, electric cars are 
getting better but still have a way to go and 
hydrogen fuel cells could be years away. 

Hybrids are one way of saving fuel with¬ 
out sacrificing too much by way of per¬ 
formance, but there’s another way - one 
being developed by Ford, Suzuki, Renault 
Volkswagen and others. 

The method is to take a small capacity 
petrol engine and to turbocharge it, forcing 
more air into thecylinder to give you more 
bang for your buck (as they say across the 
Atlantic) for better performance, but saving 
on the sort of fuel consumption you’d get 
from a bigger, normally aspirated engine. 

For Volkswagen (and its Audi, Skoda and 
SEAT associates) this is the acclaimed TSI 
engine, which combines direct petrol injec¬ 
tion with turbocharging. 

It’s latest incarnation is the three cylinder, 
1.0 litre unit fitted in the seventh generation 
Golf: the first time VW has used petrol power 
for a car with its ‘Bluemotion economy tag. 

There’s a useful comparison to make 
here as this 999cc engine is, essentially, 
the same as the non- turbo unit used in the 
company’s little Up! City car. 

In the Up! it produces 60PS of power: the 
new Golf’s TSI boasts 115PS. Thanks to the 
turbo the latter also has 200Nm of torque, 
double that of the Up! 


But it doesn’t stop there: the heavier Golf, 
with an official test average of 65.7mpg and 
a tax-busting 99g/km of C02 emissions, is 
actually slightly leaner and greener than its 
city slicker cousin. And, due to its economy, 
the Golf Bluemotion has a theoretical range 
of 900 miles between fill-ups. 

It’s not entirely down to the engine, of 
course, as a Bluemotion model is a little 
lighter than a standard (and especially a 
diesel) Golf and has a number of aerody¬ 
namic tweaks to the body work to help it slip 
through the air more cleanly. 

The new model, in Match trim, isn’t exact¬ 
ly cheap at £20,765 but VW must be confi¬ 
dent that the savings on fuel and tax will be 
enough to persuade buyers it’s a reasonable 
option. 

Build quality and driving dynamics are 
typically Golf: there’s little more that needs 
to be said. 

What is impressive is just how well this 
mere 999cc manages to hustle a car of this 
size along. It is lively: it’s 0 to 62mph time is 
9.7 seconds. 

But you wouldn’t expect those choosing 
an economy car to be regularly competing in 
the traffic lights grand prix: do that too often 
and your mpg figures will soon tumble. 

It’s all about how the Golf Bluemotion 
wafts along in normal road driving, the extra 
torque endowing it with the relaxed, refined 
character of a car with another cylinder and 
many more cubes under the bonnet. 

The slick six-speed manual gearbox also 
helps, for example if you plan a quick over¬ 
take. 

It’s a well-equipped car, too, with all the ex¬ 
pected electronic wizardry to keep you safe 
and enhance its roadholding and handling. 
Electronic stability control, traction con-

trol and an electronic differential lock are 
standard. ABS and hydraulic brake assist 
are supplemented by pre-crash occupant 
protection and post collision braking sys¬ 
tems, as well as seven airbags. 

A radar operated active cruise control 
system is designed to keep you a safe dis¬ 
tance from vehicles on front. 

Inside, you get air conditioning, electric 
windows and mirrors, heated front seats, 
automatic headlights and wipers and heat¬ 
ed front seats, as well of an array of stor¬ 
age solutions around the cabin. 

The central touchscreen controls the 


satnav, audio and connectivity systems, 
and comes with a three year subscription 
of Car-Net which gives the driver online ac¬ 
cess to a range of information from traffic 
problems to weather and where you might 
find a parking space. 

The Bluemotion also comes with VW’s 
standard three years/60,000 miles warran¬ 
ty and comes with a reasonable 14E insur¬ 
ance rating. 

The impressive TSI engine is at the heart 
of this new family hatchback, creating a car 
of recognised quality which mean signifi¬ 
cant savings over many of its competitors.

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Skoda out drags Panamera

PORSCHE Panamera owners be 
warned - take care who you chal¬ 
lenge at the lights. If it’s a certain 
Skoda, you’ll lose. 

Yes, you can now buy a big, comfy 
Skoda that will out drag one version of 
Porsche’s big hatchback at less than 
half the price. And with a Skoda badge. 

How embarrassing is that. Best, of 
course, that neither driver gives in to the 
urge to play top dog, but... 

The Porsche humbling machine is a ver¬ 
sion of the Czech company’s latest Superb 
hatch and estate that comes with a pumped 
up 2.0 litre turbo petrol engine whose 280 
horsepower make it the most powerful Sko¬ 
da you can buy. 



For the record, this Skoda sizzles to 
62mph in 5.8 seconds (Porsche 6.3 sec¬ 
onds) and tops out at 155mph and surely 
produces a car unique in its combination of 
cost/space/speed. 

For the £31,445 2.0 TSI 280PS Superb SE 
L Executive (the estate is £1,300 more) looks 
almost unfeasibly inexpensive considering 
what you get for your money. 

First, there’s the room on offer. Or living 
room, if we’re talking about space in the 
back seat. You’ll need something in the limo 
league to approach the Superb’s sense of 
liberating, leg stretching vastness. Then con¬ 
sider the boot space - huge in the hatch and 
simply gargantuan in the (surprisingly, slight¬ 
ly shorter) estate. 

Bigger, even than you’ll discover in a 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class, long considered 
the go-to car when you need space for the 
kitchen sink and draining board too. 

You can have all this roominess in a Su¬ 
perb costing as little as £19,060 for the hatch 
but, while its little 1.4 litre petrol engine per¬ 
forms far more strongly than you’d ever im¬ 
agine, it’s hardly the fire breather tested here. 

Its four-cylinder 2.0 litre engine manages 
to produce more power than the 3.6 litre V6 
in the old Superb - thank turbocharging for 
that - and, on paper at least, looks usefully 
economical too. 

You will have to try very hard indeed to ap¬ 
proach the 39.8mpg quoted as this Superb’s 
official average. The trip computer showed 
30mpg after a moderately enthusiastic run - 
not bad, but with the constant temptation to 
enjoy the performance it might need a saint 
with a weak right leg to do better. 

The engine’s 160g/km pollution rating 
translates into £185 annual road tax, which 
is unlikely to trouble a potential purchaser. 

Part of the keenness shown by the fastest

Superb is down to the six-speed DSG au¬ 
tomatic gearbox that comes as part of the 
package. 

With gearchange paddles on the steer¬ 
ing wheel (a £95 no brainer upgrade), this 
car suddenly feels smaller and extremely 
sporty when the right road appears. 

Should it then turn rapidly into the wrong 
road another standard feature will step in 
to assist, in the form of a four-wheel drive 
system that pushes power to the rear 
wheels if the going gets slippery. 

For another £750 you can add dynamic 
chassis control that lets you select several 


grades of suspension stiffness by prod¬ 
ding a dash display; the car rides quite 
firmly in standard mode already but can 
turn more race-ery if desired (or sink into 
softness at the other extreme). 

If auto gears and all-wheel drive make 
the price look already pretty darned rea¬ 
sonable, consider what else comes as 
standard - leather trim, adaptive cruise 
control, sat nav, electric driver’s seat with 
memory and DAB radio. 

Oh, and an ice scraper in the fuel flap 
and an umbrella in a rear door. 

Eat your heart out, Porsche.

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Profile of 
A8 range 
rises with 
S8 plus

Audi already has long-established supercar 
manufacturers (and owners) looking over 
their shoulders with its highly competitive - 
in terms of price and performance - R8. 

Now it has launched an assault on those who thought 
they had the rarefied market for film star cars and captains 
of industry all sewn up with the ultimate expression of the 
executive express. 

Costing just over £96,000 the S8 plus won’t have much 
in the way of mass market appeal, but among wealthier pet¬ 
rol heads its relative rarity and stunning vital statistics will 
guarantee boardroom bragging rights. It’s powered by a 4.0 
litre V8 bi-turbo turning out a whopping 605PS of power and 
750Nm of torque, enough to power it from 0 to 62mph in 3.8 
seconds and on to a limited top speed of 155mph (although 
there is the option of having that limit upped to 189mph). 

The engine may sound familiar (for obvious reasons) to 
Bentley enthusiasts, but with its lighter aluminium body the 
S8 is even quicker off the mark than the more expensive 
Flying Spur, while the lower weight brings handling benefits, 
too. The Audi, of course, also has the benefit of the motor- 
sport-derived quattro four wheel drive system to help get all 
that power down smoothly and safely. 

But Bentley could be considered a slightly different niche, 
the real target for the S8 plus is the similarly-engined (and 
priced) Mercedes-Benz AMG GT which many consider the 
king of the sector - until now. While the S8 plus offers much 
of the sheer power and driving thrills of the iconic R8, it’s a 
very different car. It’s a roomy, luxurious five seater execu¬ 
tive car with a large boot and the driving experience can be 
summed up in one word: sublime. There’s a real upmar¬ 
ket feel to the leather-equipped cabin, with its digital instru¬ 
ments, carbon fibre and stainless steel trim and switchgear. 

The engine has such an enormous surfeit of power that it 
hardly raises its voice above a whisper, especially with the 
nine speed tiptronic gearbox which is exceptionally respon¬ 
sive and keeps the revs to within a low, narrow band in nor¬ 
mal driving. All that 750 Newtonmetres of maximum torque 
comes in at just 2,500rpm, but to be honest you’ll rarely, if 
ever, experience that on a public road. If you do you’ll be 
shoved back in your seat like a jet passenger on takeoff. 

Progress 

The real trick with the S8 plus is to keep one eye on the 
speedo. It’s progress in the 30 to 60 and 40 to 70 overtak¬ 
ing bands is so very quick, so very smooth, that the unwary 
could soon find themselves well into the penalty zone. 

It’s like a five-star hotel on wheels, but under your right 
foot is the performance potential of a supercar, 

The air suspension is a perfect set-up for this Jekyll and 
Hyde car. Progress over even less than perfect surfaces 
feels billiard-table smooth, yet it isn’t executive-car soggy 
so that the car changes direction rapidly and without any 
discernible body roll. The massive disc brakes lurking be¬ 
hind the 21-inch wheels are also well matched to the car’s 
potential. The Tiptronic automatic transmission does have 
a sport option, allowing more manual gearchanges - but 
to be perfectly honest with power to spare why would you 
ever need to? 

The centre console is dominated by the circular mouse 
used to perform a range of function on the centre colour 
control screen, such as connectivity, the premium audio, 
and of course drive mode. 

You have a range of choices including, for example, dy¬ 
namic and comfort, but the standard setting seems to pro¬ 
vide the perfect balance between limousine comfort and 
agility along twisty b-roads. 

This screen and mouse system keeps the panel relatively 
simplle, stylish and uncluttered while giving the driver full 
control over a wide range of technological features you’d 
expect in a premium car. Three position climate control can 
dial in their own climatic preferences as they relax in the 
high quality leather seating. 

The S8 plus’s ability to carry three extra passengers and 
a hefty 512 litres of luggage is one of the practical reasons 
why you’d buy such a car with your head when your heart 
might be yearning for a hot two-seater supercar. But with 
this car, the car-minded business leader doesn’t have to 
compromise - he can have his cake and eat it. 

If this flagship of Audi saloon’s is a bit rich for you, there’s 
also the standard S8 which uses the same engine and run¬ 
ning gear but in a different state of tune. It turns out 520PS 
(instead of 605 - which only knocks three tenths of a second 
off its 0 to 62mph time. But it’s £16,000 less to buy, it uses 
a little less fuel (officially 30.1 mpg compared to 28.2 for the 
plus) and so its C02 rating is down from 231 to 216g/km, 
which means slightly lower taxes, too. 

The new S8 plus is, arguably, the ultimate executive ex¬ 
press and even if it is likely to be something of a niche seller 
it will certainly raise Audi’s profile once again, and certainly 
that of the rest of the A8 range - the German company’s 
rather underrated flagship saloon.

“He did a question and answer session before hand¬ 
ing out the various awards. Then he did his stand-up 
routine, telling tales about his career and his time on 
A Question of Sport. 

“He also stuck around and did as many photo¬ 
graphs and signed as many autographs as people 
wanted. He was very, very accommodating.” 

Parrott’s appearance helped cap another successful 
campaign as the league enhanced its reputation as 
the best in the country. The new season will break
